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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The phrase "or inhibit proliferation in said cells" in line 9 of the amended claim 5 raises new issue that requires 
further consideration and raises issue of new matter. The specification only discusses screening drugs which would inhibit the 
uncontrolled growth of subendothelial cells in a homozygotes for elastin (ELN -/-) but fails to disclose screening drugs that would inhibit 
uncontrolled growth of subendothelial cells in a heterozygote for elastin (ELN +/-) or screening drugs which would inhibit cells other than 
subendothelial cells in either ELN -/- or ELN +/- and said drugs would be useful for treating SVAS or atherosclerosis etc.
